reaction. The first step toward prosperity
is to get the wheels started and the hands
emplojed. and the number of works wmch
have resumed or increased force during
the pat week eenjsgreater than in anj-oth-

rfeek since November. While the
start has been secured in manj cases by
contrast at extreme low prices, involving
some reduction in wage", the hands are
earning more, even so, and aid more the
general recovery, than if not working at
all, and thus far important strikes have
been avoided in manj cases, though some
are still threatened.

The monej- - markets continued especiallj-favorabl- e

to industrial recovery, and there
is no such speculative epiuemic as to lock
up an excessive share of available capi-
tal.

Prices Invo been fairly steadj--. note-
worthy decreases being those for tea,
sugar, coffee. lard and wheat. The drop
in prices of wheat, in the face of the
